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May Have 
Cured Her 
Cancer 


LIMA, Peru (AP)— A young 
Peruvian phvsiclan says he may 
have cured his half-sister's 
cancer by giving her cancer- 
fighting antibodies which he 
created 
by injecting himself 


with her cancerous cells. 
Dr. Alfonzo ZavaletaCruzado, 
34, said in an interview that the 
experiment was performed less 
than a month ago and five years 
are required before it will be 
known if his sister, Mrs. Elis 
Wenzell, has been cured of can- 
cer of the uterus. 
But the cancer appears to 
have disappeared, he added. 
Zavaleta said his experiment 


differs in some respects from 
similar experiments which are 
being performed in the United 
States and elsewhere, with en- 
couraging results. 
He said he took specimens of 
his sister's cancer cells and in- 
jected them in his own leg. His 
system formed antibodies to de- 
stroy the foreign cells, the doc- 
tor explained, and the antibod- 
ies were then transferred to his 
sister. 
Zavaleta said the experiment 
is similar to the body's natural 
tendency to form antibodies to 
resist bacteria or reject trans- 
planted organs. 
Dr. Oscar Miro Quesada, an 
associate of Zavaleta and di- 
rector of the National Institutes 
of Health, told The Associated 
Press: "It is too early to know 
the results of Dr. Zavaleta's 
technique. But this is a be- 
ginning." 
Miro 
Quesada, who also is 


president 
of 
the 
Peruvian 


Society for Immuno-Pathology, 
added that he was "always felt 
a cure for cancer would come 
from acrossfire between chem- 
istry and immunology." 
He 
said 
he and Zavaleta 


"have been conducting chemi- 
cal trials with hopeless cases— 
people with one foot in the tomb 
and the other on a banana peel" 
and have kept them alive for 
one to 1-1/2 years before their 
cancer cells became resistant 
to the chemicals. 


The Zavaleta experiment dif- 
fers from similar cancer ex- 
periments in the United States in 
which pairs of unrelated cancer 
patients have exchanged cells.

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Something Might Be Gained 


There has been some inclination to suggest that W, Averell 


Harriman and Cyrus R. Vance, the present chief U. S. negotiators 
in Paris, are indispensable for carrying on the peace talks once 
they have resumed. This, as Harriman has taken pains to note, 
is nonsense. 


Harriman, in particular, is a man whose high abilities and long 


experience admirably fit him for this difficult task. After many 
years as an ambassador and diplomatic trouble shooter, he knows 
very well how to deal with the Communists. He and Vance un- 
doubtedly have gained considerable insight into Saigon's thinking 
during the almost fruitless months of backing and filling thus far. 


But Karriman is quite right in saying, "There is no reason why 


a new team cannot take over without any substantial loss." It is 
not as though a new team would come "cold" to the peace table. 
Replacements for the present negotiators would have at their dis- 
posal ample reports as to what has gone before, and above all the 
expertise of the mission staff. 


If President-elect Nixon decides to keep on Harriman and 


Vance, well and good. But little would be lost should he ask other 
skilled negotiators to step in, and something might be gained by 
identifying a new team with a new administration. 


When Citizens Join Forces 


When the welfare private industries conflicts with the general 


welfare, the private interests generally have the advantage of being 
better organized. But sometimes the seeming rashness of advo- 
cates of the public welfare in challenging industrial giants is justi- 
fied by the result. 


This was recently illustrated In Santa Barbara, Calif., where 


residents have had a fight to preserve their ocean beaches. The 
residents were aroused by a plan to construct a huge oil and gas 
processing plant on the shore. Though the county supervisors en- 
thusiastically favored the proposal, a specially organized Citizen's 
Committee to Prevent Shoreline Processing Plants took up the 
cudgels against it. 


The citizens' group argued that 13 functioning offshore oil 


facilities, sprinkled along a beautiful coastline, were quite enough. 
The committee secured a referendum on the question and won. 


This outcome will hearten people in other communities where 


areas of exceptional beauty are threatened by ugly industrial 
monsters which could as well be erected elsewhere. The Santa 
Barbara story is new evidence that when citizens join forces In a 
good cause they have an excellent chance of emerging victorious.

To Share Blame 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


ate investigators were told to- 
day auto makers design cars 
vulnerable to damage to assure 
high profits from repairs. 


Norman Bennett of Washing- 


ton, a member of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, said the 
consumer is "really being taken 
for a ride by the manufactur- 
ers." 


But another witness, Athell 


Yon of Charleston, S.C., repre- 
senting the Independent Garage 
Owners of America, blamed the 
consumer. 


The public, he said, is "de- 


manding the impossible by ask. 
ing the manufacturers to in- 
clude all the comforts and beau- 
ty which they admire and still 
design it to be repaired cheap- 
ly." 


"An inexpensive vehicle has 


already been built with simplici- 
ty for cheap repair," Yon said. 
"This was the model T Ford, 
but it would not be much sought 
after today. 


Bennett protested what he 


termed "the vulnerability to 
damage designed into vehicles 
by those in Detroit who dictate 
the rules to inspire the perpe» 
tuation of high profits after the 
initial sales prof it Is pocketed." 


He gave as an example bump- 


ers that he said are more orna» 
mental than protective. He also 
said that high-speed perform- 
ance increases wear and adds to 
damages in collisions. And he 
said 
little consideration is 


shown for ease of repair. 


Louis Baffa of New York City, 


president of the Auto Body As- 
sociation of America, also said 
that repair costs could be re- 
duced considerably 
if parts 


were designed on a more practi- 
cal basis. 


"Bumpers, for example, can 


reduce repair costs if they are 
designed for their function—to 
absorb bumps—rather than pri- 
marily for beauty," he said.

WASHINGTON—While William 
Scran ton is on a Nixon fact- 
finding mission in the explo- 
sive Near East, a man is being 
entertained in the White House 
who may have the key to pre- 
venting further explosions in the 
Near East. 


He is Amir Abbass Hoveyda, 
premier of Iran. 
The reason Hoveyda has the 
key to peace in the Near East 
is that the only real chance of 
peace and stability between Is- 
rael and the Arab states is by 
inducing moderate Arab leaders 
to form a coalition of support 
for the tough and enlightened 
little King Hussein of Jordan. 
Hussein needs and wants peace 
with Israel but is in grave dan- 
ger of either assassination or of 
the dismemberment of his king- 
dom If he moves alone. 


However, the Shah of Iran, one 


of the most enlightened leaders 
In the Moslem world, together 
with his Prime Minister who is 
visiting Washington to day, to- 
gether with King Hassan of Mor- 
occo, President Bourguiba of 
Tunisia, President Wris of Lib- 
ya, plus the Turkish govern- 
ment —all are wise and mod- 
erate Moslems who do not want 
Soviet Russia to dominate the 
Mediterranean and the Suez Ca- 
nal. Even King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia might join in such a co- 
alition to support King Hussein 
in negotiating peace with Is- 
rael. 
Premier Hoveyda is one of the 
most experienced leaders of the 
moderate Moslem world, hav- 
ing served in Paris, West Ger- 
many, the United Nations, and in 
the Iranian cabinet as minister 
of finance. Furthermore, he 
works in close cooperation with 
one of the most enlightened 
monarchs of the Moslem world, 
Reza Shah Pahlavi, who has dis- 
tributed approximately three 
million acres of his own royal 
lands to the peasant class, and 
has required the ruling class to 
distribute additional acreage. 


The Iranian government under 


the Shah and Premier Hoveyda 
has followed a policy of friendly 
cooperation with Israel, and has 
the respect of other moderate 
Moslem leaders. 
APPROACHING CRISIS 
They will have to act soon, 


however, for meanwhile time is 
running out in the Near East. 
Here are the reasons why: 


1. Egypt, crushed and dazod 
after the June 1967 war, has 
now recovered and is demand- 
ing vengeance. Egyptian army 
officers who couldn't afford to 
wear uniforms on the streets 
of Cairo without danger of be- 
ing mobbed are now bolder. 
Huge supplies of armament have 
flowed into both Egypt and Syria 
from Russia. 
2. Israel appears less likley to 
compromise. The country faces 
a national election and is di- 
vided 
between Gen. Moshe 


Dayan, Minister of Defense, a 
militant, and the moderates, 
led by Premier Eshkol and 
Deputy Premier Yigal Allon. 


Moderates argue Israel should 


be a Jewish homeland, not in- 
clude a million or so Arabs. 
They want to give up the large 
slices of Arab-inhabited terri- 
tory seized from Jordan and 
Egypt. The militants, however, 
argue 
that these 
territories 


have proved far less trouble- 
some than had been anticipated, 
and they are no longer in a 
mood to evacuate. 
As a result of growing Arab 
demand for revenge, border 
raids have increased, and Is- 
raeli retaliation for these raids 
has become sterner. H war 
should break out again, it would 
be difficult for the Israelis to 
counter without killing some of 
the two to three thousand Rus- 
sian instructors now training 
Egyptian troops. This could 
catapult the Soviet Union into 
the war, causing demands that 
the United States come to the 
rescue of the little country 
which American 
Jews have 


helped to inspire and finance. 


Because of this danger, Mos- 
cow sent a stern warning to 
Cairo last month to curtail raids 
across the border, while Presi- 
dent Johnson has asked two of 
his close advisers, Robert An- 
derson, former Secretary of the 
Treasury under Eisenhower and 
and old friend of LBJ's, also 
former Secretary of Defense 
McNamaras to confer with Nas- 
ser in Cairo.

KING HUSSEIN TALKS 


The only hopeful sign at the 
moment is the fact that King 
Hussein of Jordan has been con- 
ducting secret talks with the 
Israelis through two Palestin- 
ian mayors In the occupied area 
on the west bank of Jordan. 
This area, now held by Israeli 
troops, was once part of Pales- 
tine, later became part of Jor- 
dan. 


In holding these secret talks 
alone, King Hussein has put 
himself in serious danger. 


He may meet the same fate as 
his grandfather, King Abdullah, 
•who after discussing peace with 
Mrs. Golda Meir, foreign mini- 
ster of the newly formed state 
of Israel in 1948, was shot and 
killed 
while 
kneeling 
for 


prayers in the Great Mosque of 
old Jerusalem. Young Hussein, 
then a prince, was kneeling be- 
side him when his grandfather 
was murdered. 


Today Hussein is able to con- 
trol his own capital of Amman 
but has little control over the 
area of Jordan nearest Pales- 
tine. The Bedouin tribes and 
the Jordan Army, made up 
chiefly of tough Bedouin desert 
fighters, are loyal to him. How- 
ever, thousands of hostile Pale- 
stinian refugees 
have pene- 


trated Jordan 
and constitute 


both a political and personal 
danger. 
PROGRESSIVE IRAN 
Iran, located on the border of 
Russia, has been a staunch 
friend of the West, once was 
Invaded by Stalin's troops right 
after the war. But recently, as 
isolationist Congressmen and 
GOP nickel-nursers have cur- 
tailed American defense aid for 
Iran, the Shah has been forced 
to accept Soviet technical aid 
. . .With this aid, plus other 
Iranian rresources, he has put 
across the most progressive 
vocational training schools in 
the Near East, initiated profit 
sharing in Iranian factories, 
and built reclamation projects 
to irrigate Iran's semi-deserts 
. . . .Some big estates the Shah 
broke up were the size of 
smaller sovereign 
European 


countries. Iran is a nation 
as big as Western Europe, with 
only 12 per cent of its land 
arable. The Shah has given the 
vote to women—a. revolution- 
ary step in the Moslem world 
— 
and 
has established new 


schools and colleges.

BRAINTRUSTING FOR NIXON 
You may not have noticed one of 


the spectacular intellectual ef- 
fronteries of the season, to wit, 
a 
meeting of "international 


scholars" at Princeton Uni- 
versity whose purpose it is to 
advise Richard Nixon on how to 
proceed with the Presidency. 
The meeting is sponsored by the 
International Association for 
Cultural 
Freedom, 
a group 


whose expenses are paid mostly 
by the Ford Foundation. The 
theme of the conference is, 
"The United States, Its Prob- 
lems, Its Image, and Its Impact 
on the World," and the scholars 
and publicists invited to attend 
are, a) for the most part anti- 
Nixon; and b) in significant 
number, anti-American. 
It is a most interesting thing 
to contemplate the number of 
people who are coming forward 
these days to advise Mr. Nixon 
on how to proceed. They have in 
common their opposition to Nix- 
on's policies, and their loathing 
of Nixon personally. It is never 
absolutely safe to generalize 
on these matters, but I would 
warrant that 99 per cent of the 
American representatives at 
the big think conference 
at 


Princeton a) voted for Humph- 
rey; or b) voted for nobody, 
on the grounds that Humphrey 
was too right-wing. 


For instance? The American 
representatives at this meeting 
to advise Nixon include most 
conspicuously McGeorge Bun- 
dy, head of the Ford Foundation, 
who quit Johnson because he 
was too — Nixonish (he would 
put It differently, but not so 
well). And George Ball, who 
quit the UN in order actively 
to oppose Nixon, whom he de- 
nounced as a second-rater who 
would probably bring catastro- 
phe to the world. And George 
Kennan, a gentle, intelligent 
human being whose view of the 
Soviet Union has for a while 
been based on his famous state- 
ment that he no longer knows 
what a Communist is. And Roy 
Innis, director of the Congress 
of Racial Equality, whose views 
on politics are as simple as 
that anybody who voted for Nixon 
is a Tom. 
Others invited to represent the 


United States include John Ken- 
neth Galbraith, the president 
of the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, which is probably 
the 
senior 
anti-Nixon or- 


ganization in America. And then 
Elizabeth Hardwick, a function- 
ary m the most highly mobili- 
zed 
anti-American journal in 


the country, the New York Re- 
view of Books. And Lillian Hell- 
man, of all things, a playwright 


and sometime fellow traveler. 
And Irving Howe, editor of the 
socialists' Dissent, whose plea- 
sures mostly derive from mug- 
ging the United States. 
And of course Arthur Schlesin- 
ger (he is as necessary to an 
international meeting of any- 
thing critical of America as the 
American flag is necessary to 
a meeting of the American Le- 
gion). Plus a couple of moder- 
ates (in that company, Mother 
Bloor is a moderate). 


And the principal outsider, 


who will command the most at- 
tention, is Andreas Papandreou 
of Greece, the former Berkeley 
economist who has formally 
signed up with the Communists 
in an effort to beat back the 
colonels who delivered his fa- 
therland from Papandreou, and 
who has explicitly charged the 
United States with responsi- 
bility for the Greek revolution. 
The same day the news came in 
on the gathering of these in- 
tellectuals brought also the 
news that one of their stoutest 
heroes, Mr. Juan Bosch, the 
rejected premier anddemocra- 
tist ideologue of the Domini- 
can Republic has, from his 
sanctuary in Spain, announced 
the discovery that perhaps after 
all democracy (it was democ- 
racy that rejected him in favor 
of Balaguer) Is not quite the 
thing for underdeveloped coun- 
tries. As a matter of fact, Mr. 
Bosch may be quite right, though 
no doubt it embarrasses his 
supporters to hear him say it. 
But the United States is not an 
underdeveloped country, and 
one wonders why it has not oc- 
curred to the Ford Foundation 
types that the meaning of the last 
election was that the policies 
associated with the chappies in- 
vited to Princeton are precisely 
those that a relatively mature 
democracy has rejected? 


It may be that the gentlemen 
realize that they are in a high- 
ly exposed position. Perhaps 
that is the reason why the hosts 
went to such 
extraordinary 


lengths as to fail to invite such 
leaders in the founding of their 
association as Sidney Hook and 
Irving Krlstol and Lionel Trill- 
ing, liberals, anti-Communists, 
who however are too keenly 
intelligent, too implacably hon- 
est, and too well balanced mor- 
ally to tolerate hate-American- 
ism as a substitute for intel- 
ligent activity calculated to in- 
crease freedom in the world. It 
is reassuring how little influ- 
ence these people have collect- 
ively. One wonders that they can 
bring themselves to listen to 
themselves.

There has been some inclination to suggest that W. A verell 
Harrlm an and Cyrus R. Vance, the present chief U. S. negotiators 
in Paris, are Indispensable for carrying on the peace talks once 
they have resumed. This, as Harrlm an has taken pains to note, 
is nonsense. 


Harrlman, in particular, is a man whose high abilities and long 
experience admirably fit him for this difficult task. After many 
years as an ambassador and diplomatic trouble shooter, he knows 
very well how to deal with the Communists. He and Vance un­ 
doubtedly have gained considerable insight into Saigon's thinking 
during the almost fruitless months of backing and filling thus far. 


But Harrlman is quite right is saying, "There is no reason why 
a new team cannot take over without any substantial loss.” It is 
not as though a new team would come “ cold” to the peace table. 
Replacements for the present negotiators would have at their d is­ 
posal ample reports as to what has gone before, and above all the 
expertise of the mission staff. 


If President-elect Nixon decides to keep on Harrlman and 
Vance, well and good. But little would be lost should he ask other 
skilled negotiators to step in, and something might be gained by 
identifying a new team with a new administration. 
When Citizens Join Forces 


When the welfare private industries conflicts with the general 
welfare, the private Interests generally have the advantage of being 
better organized. But sometimes the seeming rashness of advo­ 
cates of the public w elfare incnaiiengiug industria! giants is Justi­ 
fied by the result. 


This was recently illustrated in Santa Barbara, Calif., where 
residents have had a fight to preserve their ocean beaches. The 
residents were aroused by a plan to construct a huge oil and gas 
processing plant on the shore. Though the county supervisors en­ 
thusiastically favored the proposal, a specially organized Citizen’s 
Committee to Prevent Shoreline Processing Plants took up the 
cudgels against it. 


The citizens’ group argued that 13 functioning offshore oil 
facilities, sprinkled along a beautiful coastline, were quite enough. 
The committee secured a referendum on the question and won. 


This outcome w ill hearten people in other communities where 
areas of exceptional beauty are threatened by ugly industrial 
monsters which could as well be erected elsewhere. The Santa 
Barbara story is new evidence that when citizens join forces in a 
good cause they have an excellent chance of emerging victorious. 


Peking’s call for u . S5 -Chinase talks on peaceful coexistence 
is seen by experts as a good sign of China’s reviving concern for 
world opinion. That’s nice — but it seems like rather a modest 
gain to get much excited about. 


Stokeley Carm ichael, super-militant among black m ilitants, is 
saiu planning to live in Africa —- which is a piece of news we can 
live with.

Consumer Said 
To Share Blame 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sea. 
ate Investigators were told to­ 
day auto makers design cars 
vulnerable to damage to assure 
high profits from repairs. 
Norman Bennett of Washings 
ton, a member of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, said the 
consumer is "re a lly being taken 
for a ride by the manufactur­ 
e rs ." 
But another witness, Athell 
Yon of Charleston, S. C., repre­ 
senting the Independent Garage 
Owners of America, blamed the 
consumer. 
The public, he said, is "d e­ 
manding the impossible by ask­ 
ing the manufacturers to it* 
elude all the comforts and beau­ 
ty which they admire and still 
design it to be repaired cheap­ 
ly ." 
"A n Inexpensive vehicle has 
already been built with sim plici­ 
ty for cheap repair,” Yon said. 
"T h is was the model T Ford, 
but it would not be much sought 
after today. 
Bennett protested what he 
termed "the vulnerability to 
damage designed into vehicles 
by those in Detroit who dictate 
the rules to inspire the perpe­ 
tuation of high profits after the 
initial sales prof it is pocketed." 
He gave as an example bump­ 
ers that he said are more orna­ 
mental than protective. He also 
said that high-speed perform­ 
ance Increases wear and adds to 
damages In collisions. And he 
said 
little 
consideration 
is 
shown for ease of repair. 
Louis Baffa of New York City, 
president of the Auto Body As­ 
sociation of Am erica, also said 
that repair costs could be re­ 
duced 
considerably 
if parts 
were designed on a more practi­ 
cal basis. 
"Bum pers, for example, can 
reduce repair costs if they are 
designed for their function— to 
absorb bumps— rather than pri­ 
m arily for beauty," he said.

WASHINGTON—W hile W illiam 
Scranton is on a Nixon fact­ 
finding mission in the explo­ 
sive Near East, a man is being 
entertained in the White House 
who may have the key to pre­ 
venting further explosions in the 
Near East. 
He is Am ir Abbass Hoveyda, 
prem ier of Iran. 
The reason Hoveyda has the 
key to peace in the Near East 
is that the only real chance of 
peace and stability between Is­ 
rael and the Arab states is by 
inducing moderate Arab leaders 
to form a coalition of support 
for the tough and enlightened 
little King Hussein of Jordan. 
Hussein needs and wants peace 
with Israel but is in grave dan­ 
ger of either assassination or of 
the dismemberment of his king­ 
dom if he ¡noves alone. 


However, the Shah of Iran, one 
of the most enlightened leaders 
in the Moslem world, together 
with his Prim e M inister who is 
visiting Washington to day, to­ 
gether with King Has san of Mor - 
occo, President Bourguiba of 
Tunisia, President Idris of Lib ­ 
ya, plus the Turkish govern­ 
ment —all are wise and mod­ 
erate Moslems who do not want 
Soviet Russia to dominate the 
Mediterranean and the Suez C a­ 
nal. Even King F a isa l of Saudi 
Arabia might join in such a co­ 
alition to support King Hussein 
in negotiating peace with Is ­ 
rael. 
Prem ier Hoveyda is one of the 
most experienced leaders of the 
moderate Moslem world, hav­ 
ing served in Pa ris, West G er­ 
many, the United Nations, and in 
the Iranian cabinet as m inister 
of 
finance, Furtherm ore, he 
works in close cooperation with 
one of the most enlightened 
monarchs of the Moslem world, 
Reza Shah Pahiavi, who has d is­ 
tributed 
approximately three 
m illion acres of his own royal 
lands to the peasant class, and 
has required the ruling class to 
distribute additional acreage. 
The Iranian government under 


the Shah and Prem ier Hoveyda 
has followed a p o lic y of friendly 
cooperation with Israel, and has 
the respect of other moderate 
Moslem leaders. 
APPROACHING C R E E 
They w ill have to act soon, 
however, for meanwhile time is 
running out in the Near East. 
Here are the reasons why: 
1. Egypt, crushed and dazed 
after the June 1967 war, has 
now recovered and is demand­ 
ing vengeance. Egyptian army 
officers who couldn’t afford to 
wear uniforms on the streets 
of Cairo without danger of be­ 
ing mobbed are now bolder. 
Huge supplies of armament have 
flowed into both Egypt and Syria 
from Russia. 
2. Israel appears less likley to 
compromise. The country faces 
a national election and is di­ 
vided 
between 
Gen. 
Moshe 
Dayan, M inister of Defense, a 
militant, and the moderates, 
led by Prem ier Eshkol and 
Deputy Prem ier Ylgal Allon. 
Moderates argue Israel should 
be a Jewish homeland, not in­ 
clude a m illion or so Arabs. 
They want to give up the large 
slices of Arab-inhabited te rri­ 
tory seized from Jordan and 
Egypt. The m ilitants, however, 
argue 
that 
these territories 
have proved far less trouble­ 
some than had been anticipated, 
and they are no longer in a 
mood to evacuate. 
As a result of growing Arab 
demand for revenge, border 
raids have increased, and Is ­ 
raeli retaliation for these raids 
has 
become sterner. If war 
should break out again, it would 
be difficult for the Israelis to 
counter without killing some of 
the two to three thousand Rus­ 
sian instructors now training 
Egyptian 
troops. 
This could 
catapult the Soviet Union into 
the war, causing demands that 
the United States come to the 
rescue of the little oountry 
which 
Am erican 
Jews 
have 
helped to inspire and finance. 
Because of this danger, Mos­ 
cow sent a stern warning to 
Cairo last month to curtail raids 
across the border, while P re s i­ 
dent Johnson has asked two of 
his close advisers, Robert An­ 
derson, form er Secretary of the 
Treasury under Eisenhower and 
and old friend of L B J's , also 
form er Secretary of Defense 
McNamara, to confer with Nas­ 
ser In Cairo. 


KING HUSSEIN TA LKS 
The only hopeful sign at the 
moment is the fact that King 
Hussein of Jordan has been con­ 
ducting secret talks with the 
Israelis through two Palestin­ 
ian mayors in the occupied area 
on the west bank of Jordan. 
This area, now held by Israeli 
troops, was once part of Pales­ 
tine, later became part of Jo r­ 
dan. 
In holding these secret talks 
alone, 
King Hussein has put 
him self in serious danger. 
He may meet the same fate as 
his grandfather, King Abdullah, 
who after discussing peace with 
M rs. Go Ida M elr, foreign mini­ 
ster of the newly formed state 
of Israel in 1948, was shot and 
killed 
while 
kneeling 
for 
prayers in the Great Mosque of 
old Jerusalem . Young Hussein, 
then a prince, was kneeling be­ 
side him when his grandfather 
was murdered. 
Today Hussein is able to con­ 
trol his own capital of Amman 
but has little control over the 
area of Jordan nearest Pales­ 
tine. The Bedouin tribes and 
the 
Jordan 
Arm y, 
made up 
chiefly of tough Bedouin desert 
fighters, are loyal to him. How­ 
ever, thousands of hostile Pale­ 
stinian 
refugees 
have pene­ 
trated Jordan 
and 
constitute 
both a political and personal 
danger. 
PR O G RESSIVE IRAN 
Iran, located on the border of 
Russia, 
has 
been a staunch 
friend of the West, once was 
invaded by Stalin's troops right 
after the war. But recently, as 
isolationist Congressmen and 
GOP nickel-nursers have cur­ 
tailed Am erican defense aidfor 
Iran, the Shah has been forced 
to accept Soviet technical aid 
. . .With this aid, plus other 
Iranian rresources, he has put 
across the most progressive 
vocational training schools in 
the Near East, initiated profit 
sharing in Iranian factories, 
and built reclamation projects 
to irrigate Iran’s semi-deserts 
. . . ¿orne big estates the Shah 
broke 
up 
were 
the size of 
sm aller 
sovereign 
European 
countries. 
Iran 
is 
a nation 
as big as Western Europe, with 
only 12 per cent of its land 
arable. The Shah has given the 
vote to women—a revolution­ 
ary step in the Moslem world 
— 
and 
has established new 
schools and colleges.

BRAINTRUSTING FOR NIXON 
You may not have noticed one of 
the spectacular intellectual ef­ 
fronteries of the season, to wit, 
a 
meeting 
of "international 
scholars" at Princeton Uni­ 
versity whose purpose it is to 
advise Richard Nixon on how to 
proceed with the Presidency. 
The meeting is sponsored by the 
International 
Association for 
Cultural 
Freedom, 
a group 
whose expenses are paid mostly 
by the Ford Foundation. The 
theme 
of the conference is, 
"T h e United States, Its Prob­ 
lem s, Its Image, and Its Impact 
on the W orld," and the scholars 
and publicists invited to attend 
are, a) for the most part anti- 
Nixon; and b) in significant 
number, anti-American. 


It is a most interesting thing 
to contemplate the number of 
people who are coming forward 
these days to advise M r. Nixon 
on how to proceed. They have in 
common their opposition toNix- 
on’s policies, and their loathing 
of Nixon personally. It is never 
absolutely safe to generalize 
on these m atters, but I would 
warrant that 99 per cent of the 
Am erican 
representatives at 
the 
big think 
conference 
at 
Princeton a) voted for Humph­ 
rey; or b) voted for nobody, 
on the grounds that Humphrey 
was too right-wing. 


Fo r instance? The American 
representatives at this meeting 
to advise Nixon include most 
conspicuously McGeorge Bun­ 
dy, head of the Ford Foundation, 
who quit Johnson because he 
was too — Nixonish (he would 
put it differently, but not so 
w ell). And George Ball, who 
quit the UN in order actively 
to oppose Nixon, whom he de­ 
nounced as a second-rater who 
would probably bring catastro­ 
phe to the world. And George 
Kennan, a gentle, intelligent 
human being whose view of the 
Soviet Union has for a while 
been based on his famous state­ 
ment that he no longer knows 
what a Communist is. And Roy 
Innls, director of the Congress 
of Racial Equality, whose views 
on politics are as simple as 
that anybody who voted for N ixon 
is a Tom. 
Others invited to represent the 
United States Include John Ken­ 
neth Galbraith, the president 
of the Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action, which is probably 
the 
senior 
anti-Nixon o r­ 
ganization in Am erica. And then 
Elizabeth Hardwick, a function­ 
ary in the most highly mobili­ 
zed 
anti-American journal in 
the country, the New York R e­ 
view of Books. And Lillian H eil­ 
man, of all things, a playwright 


and sometime fellow traveler. 
And Irving Howe, editor of the 
socialists' Dissent, whose plea­ 
sures mostly derive from mug­ 
ging the United States. 
And of course Arthur Schlesin- 
ger (he is as necessary to an 
international meeting of any­ 
thing critical of Am erica as the 
Am erican flag is necessary to 
a meeting of the Am erican L e ­ 
gion). Plus a couple of moder­ 
ates (in that company. Mother 
Bloor is a moderate). 


And the principal outsider, 
who w ill command the most at­ 
tention, is Andreas Papandreou 
of Greece, the form er Berkeley 
economist 
who 
has form ally 
signed up with the Communists 
in an effort tc beat back th* 
colonels who delivered his fa­ 
therland from Papandreou, and 
who has explicitly charged the 
United 
States with responsi­ 
bility for the Greek revolution. 
The same day the news came in 
on the gathering of these in­ 
tellectuals 
brought 
also the 
news that one of their stoutest 
heroes, M r. Juan Bosch, the 
rejected prem ier and democra- 
tist ideologue of the Domini­ 
can Republic has, from his 
sanctuary in Spain, announced 
the discovery that perhaps after 
all democracy (it was democ­ 
racy that rejected him in favor 
of Balaguer) Is not quite the 
thing for underdeveloped coun­ 
tries. As a matter of fact, M r. 
Bosch may be quite right, though 
no 
doubt it em barrasses his 
supporters to hear him say it, 
But the United States is not an 
underdeveloped 
country, 
and 
one wonders why it has not oc­ 
curred to the Ford Foundation 
types that the meaning of the last 
election 
was that the policies 
associated with the chappies in­ 
vited to Princeton are precisely 
those that a relatively mature 
democracy has rejected? 


It may be that the gentlemen 
realize that they are in a high­ 
ly exposed position. Perhaps 
that is the reason why the hosts 
went 
to 
such 
extraordinary 
lengths as to fall to invite such 
leaders in the founding of their 
association as Sidney Hook and 
Irving K ristol and Lionel T r ill­ 
ing, liberals, anti-Communists, 
who however are too keenly 
intelligent, too Implacably hon­ 
est, and too well balanced m or­ 
ally to tolerate hate-Am erican­ 
ism as a substitute for intel­ 
ligent activity calculated to In­ 
crease freedom in the world. It 
is 
reassuring how little influ­ 
ence these people have collect­ 
ively. One wonders that they can 
bring themselves to listen to 
them selves.

But Harriman la quite right in saying, "T herein no reason why 
a new team cannot take over without any substantial 1068.'* It is 
not aa though a new team would come "cold'* to the peace table. 
Replacements for the present negotiators would have at their d is- 
poeal ample reports aa to what has gone before, and above all the 
expertise of the mission staff. 


If President-elect Nixon decides to keep on Harriman and 
Vance, well and good. But little would be loet should he ask other 
skilled negotiators to step In, and something might be gained by 
identifying a new team with a new administration.

Though the county supervisors en­ 
thusiastically favored the proposal, a specially organized Citizen’s 
Committee to Prevent Shoreline Processing Plants took up the 
cudgels against It. 


the citizens* group argued that 13 functioning offshore oil 
facilities, sprinkled along a beautiful coastline, were quite enough. 
The committee secured a referendum on the question and won. 


This outcome will hearten people in other communities where 
areas of exceptional beauty are threatened by ugly industrial 
m onsters which could as well be erected elsewhere. The Santa 
Barbara story is new evidence that when citizens join forces in a 
good cause they have an excellent chance of emerging victorious.

Furtherm ore, he 
works in close cooperation with 
one of the most enlightened 
monarchs of the Moslem world, 
Reza Shah Pahlavi, who has d is­ 
tributed 
approximately three 
million acres of his own royal 
lands to the peasant class, and 
has required the ruling class to 
distribute additional acreage. 
The Iranian government under 


tbs Shah sod Premier Hoveyda 
has followed a policy of friendly 
cooperation with Israel, and has 
the respect of other moderate 
Moslem leaders.

But another witness, Athell 
Yon of Charleston, S. C., rep re­ 
senting the Independent Garage 
Owners of America, blamed the 
consumer. 
The public, he said, is "d e ­ 
manding the impossible by ask­ 
ing the manufacturers to life 
dude all the comforts and beau­ 
ty which they admire and still 
design it to be repaired cheap­ 
ly.'» 
"An Inexpensive vehicle has 
already been built with si mplicW 
ty for cheap repair," Yon said. 
"T his was the model T Ford, 
but it would not be much sought 
after today. 
Bennett protested what he 
termed "the vulnerability to 
damage designed into vehicles 
by those in Detroit who dictate 
the rules to inspire the perpe­ 
tuation of high profits after the 
initial sales profit is pocketed." 
He gave as an example bump­ 
ers that he said are more orna­ 
mental than protective. He also 
said that high-speed perform­ 
ance increases wear and adds to 
damages in collisions. And he

Louis Baffa of New York City,

BRAINTRUSTING FOR NIXON 
You may not have noticed one of 
the spectacular intellectual ef­ 
fronteries of the season, to wit, 
a 
meeting 
of "international 
scholars" at Princeton Uni­ 
versity whose purpose it is to 
advise Richard Nixon on how to 
proceed with the Presidency. 
The meeting is sponsored by the 
International 
Association for 
Cultural 
Freedom, 
a group 
whose expenses are paid mostly 
by the Ford Foundation. The 
theme 
of the conference is, 
"T he United States, Its Prob­ 
lem s, Its Image, and Its Impact 
on the World,” and the scholars 
and publicists invited to attend 
are, a) for the most part anti- 
Nlxon; and b) in sienlflcant 
number, anti-American. 


It Is a most interesting thing 
to contemplate the number of 
people who are coming forward 
these days to advise Mr. Nixon 
on how to proceed. They have in 
common their opposition toNix- 
on’s policies, and their loathing 
of Nixon personally. It is never 
absolutely safe to generalize 
on these m atters, but I would 
warrant that 99 per cent of the 
American 
representatives at 
the 
big think 
conference 
at 
Princeton a) voted for Humph­ 
rey; or b) voted for nobody, 
on the grounds that Humphrey 
was too right-wing. 


For instance? The American 
representatives at this meeting 
to advise Nixon Include most 
conspicuously McGeorge Bun­ 
dy, head of the Ford Foundation, 
who quit Johnson because he 
was too — Nixonish (he would 
put it differently, but not so 
well). And George Ball, who 
quit the UN in order actively 
to oppose Nixon, whom he de­ 
nounced as a second-rater who 
would probably bring catastro­ 
phe to the world. And George 
Kennan, a gentle, intelligent 
human being whose view of the 
Soviet Union has for a while 
been based on his famous state­ 
ment that he no longer knows 
what a Communist is.

Others invited to represent the 
United States Include John Ken­

And then 
Elizabeth Hardwick, a function­ 
ary in the most highly mobili­ 
zed 
anti-American journal in 
the country, the New York Re­ 
view of Books. And Lillian Heil­ 
man, of all things, a playwright 


and sometime fellow traveler. 
And Irving Howe, editor of the 
socialists' Dissent, who6e plea­ 
sures mostly derive from mug­ 
ging the United States. 
And of course Arthur Schlesln- 
ger (he is as necessary to an 
international meeting of any­ 
thing critical of America as the 
American flag is necessary to 
a meeting of the American Le­ 
gion). Plus a couple of moder­ 
ates (in that company, Mother 
Bloor is a moderate). 


And the principal outsider, 
who will command the most at­ 
tention, is Andreas Papandreou 
of Greece, the form er Berkeley 
economist 
who has formally 
signed up with the Communists 
in an effort tc beat back the 
colonels who delivered his fa­ 
therland from Papandreou, and 
who has explicitly charged the 
United 
States with responsi­ 
bility for the Greek revolution. 
The same day the news came in

also the 
news that one of their stoutest 
heroes, Mr. Juan Bosch, the 
rejected prem ier anddemocra- 
tist ideologue of the Domini­ 
can Republic has, from his 
sanctuary in Spain, announced 
the discovery that perhaps after 
all democracy (it was democ­ 
racy that rejected him in favor 
of Balaguer) Is not quite the 
thing for underdeveloped coun­ 
trie s.

Irving Krlstol and Lionel T rill­ 
ing, liberals, anti-Communists, 
who however are too keenly 
intelligent, too implacably hon­ 
est, and too well balanced m or­ 
ally to tolerate hate-Am erican­ 
ism as a substitute for intel­ 
ligent activity calculated to in­ 
crease freedom in the world. It

reassuring how little influ­ 
ence these people have collect­ 
ively.

Warren J. McEleney, speak- 
ing for the National Automobile 
Association, said in a prepared 
statement 
that the extended 


warranty introduced in 1962 has 
forced car sellers to do repair 
work at a loss. 


McEleney, a Clinton, Iowa, car 
dealer, said that the car manu- 
facturers 
don't repay their 


franchises enough on the war- 
ranty repairs and sales profits 
aren't large enough to make up 
the difference. 
He told a Senate antitrust sub- 
committee tiiat if a business- 
man feels he must take a loss, 
he will make every effort to 
minimize the deficit and to com- 
pensate for it by gaining addi- 
tional 
revenue 
from 
other 


sources. 


"How a dealer will attempt to 


recoup his warranty losses 
after absorbing as much as he 


can afford is difficult to deter- 
mine," McEleney said. "Such 
an effort could be reflected in 
his new or used car sales or 
In his retail service depart- 
ment." 
The subcommittee has been 
investigating the cost of auto 
repairs. 


In other prepared testimony 
William W. Winpisinger, gen- 
eral vice president of the In- 
ternational Association of Ma- 
chinists and Aerospace Work- 
ers, said the warranty system 
hurts mechanics as well as 
dealers. 
He said that because the fac- 
tory pays the dealer less for 
warranty work than the dealer 
could normally charge the pub- 
lic, the dealer "naturally wants

"The manufacturer's attempt

ers have tried to maintain tight 
control over repair procedures 
and wages through flat rate 
manuals that estaolish recom- 
mended times to be charged 
for specific work.

Demands Of Poor A Big Problem

WASHINGTON (AP)— One of 
the biggest problems facing 
Richard M. Nixon is how to an- 
swer the Increasing demands of 
America's 26 million poor after 
campaigning on a promise to 
hold down federal spending. 
Nor is it only the poor whose 
appetites have been whetted by 
the New Frontier and the Great 
Society. 


Americans of all classes are 
demanding a better life —better 
education for their children, 
better health care, better In- 
come protection for their old 
age. 
Many expect the federal gov- 
ernment to bring it about. 
The president-elect stressed 
In his campaign that he wouldn't 
make promises that his Repub- 
lican administration couldn't 
keep. 
But he will inherit a vast ar- 
ray of new programs —the Great 
Society Package — designed tc 
carry out the promises of the 
Johnson administration, 
Nixon will ha veto decide which 
to keep, which to continue, which 
to 
expand and — inevitably— 


which to kiU. 
While he has harshly criti- 
cized many Great Society pov- 
erty programs and promised to 
do away with a few, welfare of- 
ficials 
agree that Nixon will 


have to replace them quickly 
with something else. 
Otherwise, they argue, he will 
risk further discontent among 
the Negroes and the poor, who 
showed little confidence in him 
at the polls Nov. 5. 
But producing without paying, 
the officials agree, isn't going to 
be easy. 
In the field of welfare, the 
rolls continue to grow despite 
new federal programs to train 
welfare recipients so they can 
be self-supporting. 
Mary E. Swltzer, director of 
the federal welfare programs, 
predicts that welfare costs will 
have to be doubled in the years 
ahead. She says only half the 
Americans eligible for welfare 
are now getting it.

will be this year's Supreme 
Court ruling that families must 
get payments even if there is a 
"man in the house" other than 
an unemployed father. 
The new president also will 


have to confront the controver- 
sial "freeze" imposed by Con- 
gress, and postponed until next 
July 1, on AFDC payments. 
Another 
immediate problem 


facing the new administration 
will be whether to let stand or 


rescind new regulations by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare doing away with 
investigations of welfare appli- 
cants and substituting only a 
declaration of need. 


Although the order, fully ef- 
fective July 1 unless cancelled, 
will save money by eliminating 
the investigations, this could be 
balanced if more people get 
on the welfare rolls. 


In education, Nixon will be 
under strong pressure to seek 
full funding for new Democratic 
programs so far given only a 
fraction of what Congress au- 
thorized. 
Commissioner 
of Education 


Harold Howe II recommends a 
doubling of the aid-to-education 
program to $2 billion a year, 
the amount Congress had auth- 
orized for the past several 
years. 


Many educators believe the 
effort to provide an equal 
chance at education for the 
nation's poor children will be 
the most critical battleground 
in the war against poverty. 
Nixon may well run into trou- 
ble with school desegregation, 
a federal program he has prom - 
ised to scale down. 


If he does, civil rights officials 


predict bitter opposition. 


If 
he doesn't, he risks the 


wrath of Southern congressmen 
whose support he needs. 


Another Nixon proposal, to 


give states more federal money 
in 
"bloc" 
grants 
without 


strings, also faces a battle. 
Howe said In a recent As- 
sociated Press Interview that 
such grants would put states 
under extreme pressure to use 
the money for routine expenses 
and not for what he termed crit- 
ically needed new approaches. 
Nixon's proposal to give tax 
deductions 
to people sending 


students to college also is ex- 
pected to encounter heavy op- 
position. Critics in the past have 
argued that the concept would 
benefit the people who need it 
least — those who would send 
their children to college any- 
way. 
Carrying out the big new vo- 
cational education 
program 


passed by Congress this year 
may 
prove 
one of Nixon's 


smoothest tasks. But though it 
is 
relatively 
free of contro- 


versy, the program will cost 
money: An estimated $3 billion 
over the next five years. 
The government has yet to 
mount much of a program to 
deal with the problem of illi- 
teracy among 24 million adult 
Americans. An advisory com- 
mittee recently called for an an- 
nual outlay of $255 million with- 
in three years for that effort.

Staff Of 212 Worked 53 Days On 
Walker Report Of Chicago Riots 


CHICAGO (AP) —The Walk- 


er report , which termed street 
violence during the Democratic 
National Convention "a police 
riot," was turned out in 53 days 
and nights of interviewing and 
writing byastaff of 212 persons, 
mostly volunteers. 


Daniel Walker, an attorney 


for Montgomery Ward & Co. 
and head of the Chicago Crime 
Commission, was 
named on 


Sept, 26 to form a committee to 
investigate. His selection was 
announced by Dr. Milton Eisen. 
hower, chairman of the National 
Commission on Causes and Pre- 
vention of Violence. 


The following day Walker be- 


gan selecting his staff. All mem- 
bers were personally selected 
by him, he said. 


"The real leaders" of the 


staff, Walker stated in a preface 
to the report, were the assistant 
directors and team directors. 


To those posts he appointed a 


foundation director, a profes. 
sional crime investigator, a 
freelance writer, four bank ex» 
ecutives, five lawyers and one 
corporation executive. 


Almost immediately the staff 


moved into an office suite in 


Chicago's federal building. A 
large central room in the suite 
was subdivided into cubicles for 
interviews. Each cubicle was 
equipped with a desk, telephone 
and a tape recorder. 


Off-duty policemen, hippies 


with beards and sandals, mem. 
bers of the National Guard, and 
news reporters gathered at the 
suite entrance, waiting to give 
statements and be questioned. 


Interviews were conducted 


not only in the offices of the 
committee but also in district 
police stations, in news rooms, 
and elsewhere. 


In a preface, Walker says that 


his staff took 1,410 statements 
from witnesses, had access to 
2,107 statements taken by the 
FBI, reviewed 20,000 pages of 
witness statements, screened 
180 hours of television films, 
and examined 12,000 still photo- 
graphs. 


The reference rooms of news, 


papers were combed for pic. 
tures and stories, but no news 
account was accepted unless 
confirmed by several witness- 
es, Walker said. 


Chicago's police chief and 


Mayor Richard J. Daley defend. 


ed each other Tuesday against 
accusations contained in the re. 
port. 


For Daley, it was a slight 


switch from a position he took 
Sunday when the report was re- 
leased. 


Police Supt. James B. Conlisk 


issued a written statement—his 
first comment on the report— 
and defended his men and "the 
policies of the city of Chicago." 


Sunday, Daley termed the re- 


port excellent, though he said he 
disagreed with its summary. At 
a Tuesday news conference he 
said charges by unnamed wit- 
nesses against police were gen- 
eralizations. Daley said, de- 
spite the report's findings, he 
would 
again, 
unequivocally, 


"support the policemen . . . 
in trying circumstances of con. 
vention week." 


Conlisk said the summary, 


which 
severely 
criticized 


police, is incomplete and per. 
sons should read the entire 
report before reaching conclu- 
sions. 


"I refject Mr. Walker's con- 


clusion that the police were the

CHICAGO (AP) —The W alk,
